By  statute  (12  USC,  section  244)  these  funds  are  not 
construed  as  Government  or  appropriated  money.    Also,  the  publication 
is  considered  as  "cooperative"  under  44  USC,  section  1S)03  as  it  is 
intended  to  be  sold  in  order  to  be  self-sustaining.  Regrettably, 
we  cannot  obtain  it  for  distribution.    But  many  thanks  to  Ms.  Aycock 
for  giving  us  the  chance  to  try!
